Curcago, December 7.—The frightful gale that 


swept the lake Friday night was fo.lowed yester- 
day by another of almost equa! violence, which 
was still raging tiis morning. Fears were enter- 


tained for the safety of every vessel known to 


have been caught out in the storm, andit tis gener- 
ally predicted that many disasters will be heard 
of. The wind was biowing fresh from the West 
yesterday until about nooo, when it gradually be- 
gan to work around to the nortnward and tncrease 
fm violence. By dark aterrific northerly gale was 
blowing, the average velocity of the winu beinz es- 
timated at fifty miles per bour. With the shiftinz 
of the wind the sea began to make, and at mid- 
night a tremendous sea had been worked up, the 
waves danci:x high iptothe air and completely 
submerging the breakwaters ip the outer harbor, 
THE WEATHER WAS BITTER COLD, 
and the frigidity of the atmosphere was made 
more aggravating by the fierce wind.

tlement of the question who should be the President 
pro tem. of the senate, there has been a good deal 
of gossip among the Senators about the desirability 
of this place. There is a great difference of opinion 
athong Senaters as to its advantages, The only 
marked advantage is its extra pay and extra staff 
of assistants. The confinement and inactivity con- 
nected with the place are objectionable to the more 
active of the Senators. Yet Matt Carpenter, the 
brilliaut Senator from Wisconsin, who was one of 
the best debaters ever in the Senate, served in this 
place two or three yesrs Althouzh Carpenter was 
one of the most brilliant speakers in the Senate and 
enjoyed to a great degree the pleasures of a lively 
debate, he yei was an eager aspirant for this place. 
Few of his friends understoed at the t me just the 
reason fur this. A yeteran Senator explained to me 
yesterday how Carpenter came to wish to have this 
place and to voluatarily withdraw from the floor. 
Said he: “You will remember that a New York 
paper which was opposed to Mr. Carpenter 
printed a scandal about the Senator, saying that 
he had been turned out of an hotel at Long Branch 


on account of certain compary that he had brought 
there with .im. I neyer asked nim whether this 
story was true or not. It was copied everywirre 
and it hurt Carpenter very much. ‘The latter went
